LIQUOR AIDS HEALTH | 
NOTED SURGEON SAYS 


a 


Moderate Use Prolongs Life, 
Dr. Edward Martin 


Declares. 


Chicago, October 17.—(4?)—Moder- 
ate use of aleohol during or after mid- 
dle age was recommended today by Dr. 
Edward Martin, of Philadelphia, for- 
mer president of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, at the eleventh an- 
nual clinical congress here. Dr. Mar- 
tin said he emphatically disapproved 
use of alcohol by younger persens. . 

“Liquor prolongs life and adds to 
its joys,” observed Dr. Martin, who 
is white-haired and 7U, “but it must 
be used moderately. 

“When a man is fatigued, one high- 
ball is an exeellent tonic, but it must 
not be too ‘high. When you have had 
a drink you have had enough.” 

He described the symptoms of ap- 
proaching intoxication as increasing 
talkativeness, moroseness, or evidence 
of any marked change in disposition. 

Liquor should be taken for health, 
not for pleasure, he said, and upheld 
the “cocktail appetizer” as being good 
for the system. He declared that al- 
cohol in a moderate-sized drink was 
completely absorbed by the body, be- 
coming “transformed into beneficial 
‘energy.” 

“Many more deaths 
over-eating than from the 
liquor,” he commented.
